"The  Unicorn,  The  Gorgon,  and  The  Manticore"  is  a 
fable  which  tells  the  story  of  a  nonconformist  poet 
whose  bizarre  behavior  both  amuses  and  alarms  the 
townsfolk.  Not  only  does  he  live  in  a  castle,  fail  to 
attend  church  and  avoid  social  events,  but  he  also, 
over  a  period  of  three  Sundays,  strolls  through  town, 
first  with  a  unicorn,  next  with  a  gorgon  and  finally  with 
a  manticore.  Both  disapproving  and  envious,  the 
i|  townspeople  are  tempted  into  emulating  the  poet  for 
fashionable  reasons  and  in  appropriate  sequence, 
parade  about  with,  and  then  discard  unicorns,  gor- 


gons,  and  manticores  as  pets.  When  seen  no  more 
with  his  pets  on  Sundays,  people  rush  to  the  castle  to 
berate  the  poet  for  destroying  his  pets,  only  to  find 
him  dying  in  the  faithful  and  harmonious  company  of 
his  three  animals,  who  are  indeed  pain-wrought  chil- 
dren of  his  fancy.  They  are  the  dreams  of  youth  (the 
unicorn),  manhood  (the  gorgon),  and  old  age  (the 
manticore).  These  creatures  were  conveniently 
adopted  as  passing  whims  and  easily  discarded  by  his 
imitators,  but  in  the  poet's  heart,  they  remained  intact 
as  the  very  essence  of  his  life.

PRESIDENTS'  BREAKFAST  SERIES 


The  director  of  planning  for  Son  Francisco  has  some  advice  for  Quincyans- 
protect  the  historic  features  of  the  downtown  area  and  promote  the  river- 
front, Dean  Maoris,  a  Quincy  native  and  son  to  Mrs.  Louis  Maoris  delivered  that 
message  October  18,  1985  as  the  first  speaker  of  the  1985-86  Quincy  College 
Presidents'  Forum  Breakfast  Series  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Associates. 
Maoris,  54,  is  the  chief  pianner  in  one  of  the  highest-growth  cities  in  the 
country.  He  is  considered  to  have  the  "premier  planning  job  in  America"  as 
the  city  and  county  takes  the  lead  in  attempting  to  control  its  growth.  He  said 
it  is  "no  small  irony"  that  San  Francisco  is  attempting  to  discourage -jobs  and 
slow  its  rate  of  growth  while  most  Midwest  cities  go  begging  for  new  employ- 
ment. "We  are  the  envy  of  the  nation  when  it  comes  to  producing  jobs,"  he 
said.  The  city  has  no  vacant  neighborhoods.

"People  are  generally  optimistic  about  the  short  term  future,"  said  Jay 
Schmiedeskamp,  the  January  24,  1986  Presidents'  Breakfast  Series  speaker. 
Schmiedeskamp,  a  Quincy  native,  is  senior  vice  president  and  director  of 
economic  surveys  for  the  Gallup  Organization,  Inc.  There  is  too  much  atten- 
tion to  spending  on  speculation  instead  of  spending  to  create  new  assets, 
Schmiedeskamp  said.  Spending  now  is  for  consumption,  not  investment. 
Eventually,  the  debts  will  hove  to  be  paid  and  the  result  will  be  a  drop  in  the 
value  of  the  dollar.  The  difficult  chores  for  U.S.  economists  is  to  ease  the  dollar 
down  gradually  instead  of  letting  it  plummet  in  value.  These  are  all  observa- 
tions made  by  Schmiedeskamp.  Commenting  on  his  return  to  Quincy,  Schmie- 
deskamp recalled  the  time  when  he  could  walk  the  streets  of  Quincy  and  tell 
who  lived  where,  He  said  he  hopes  Quincy  con  preserve  the  community  spirit 
he  grew  up  with.

Gary  Paben,  Quincy  native  and  Quincy  High  graduate,  gave  guests  at  the 
March  7,  1986  Presidents'  Forum  breakfast  a  taste  of  the  magic  he  does  at 
Disney's  magic  kingdom.  Paben  joined  Walt  Disney  World  Co.  in  1978  as 
manager  of  special  events  and  show  development.  Since  then  he  has  pro- 
duced Mocy's  parades,  Easter  parades,  holiday  shows,  dedications  at  Dis- 
ney's EPCOT  Center  and  the  Super  Bowl  XVII  show  in  Tampa.  Some  of  the 
shows  draw  on  Paben's  experience  in  Quincy.  "Everything  you've  done  in 
your  life  time  figures  into  what  you  do,"  Paben  said.  For  example,  an  early 
influence  on  Paben  was  Quincy  College  professor  Hugh  Fitzgerald.  Paben 
attended  Quincy  College  in  1961.  There  are  reminders  of  Quincy  hundreds  of 
miles  away  in  Florida.  "Main  Street,  USA"  at  Disney  World  reminds  him  of  Maine 
Street  Quincy,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  streets  in  America  Paben  said.  He  is 
the  son  of  Mary  Catherine  Paben  of  Quincy. 


James  Stewart,  a  son  of  J.  Ben  and  Mary  Jane  Stewart  of  Quincy,  was  guest 
speaker  Friday,  April  18,  1986,  for  the  last  in  this  year's  Quincy  College  Presi- 
dents' Forum  breakfast  series.  True  to  a  Hollywood  script,  the  small-town  boy  is 
a  best-selling  author.  His  publishing  success  brought  him  to  the  attention  of  the 
Wall  Street  Journal,  which  hired  him  in  October  1983  to  report  on  legal  topics. 
Stewart  says  success  has  not  changed  him,  partly  because  his  childhood  in 
Quincy  taught  him  such  basic  values  as  being  on'  time,  keeping  a  promise  and 
meaning  what  he  says.  One  thing  he  learned  growing  up  in  Quincy  was  the 
importance  of  reading.  "That  was  the  main  force  that  turned  me  into  a 
writer,"  Stewart  said.  Quincy  also  taught  Stewart  to  be  well  rounded.  Trying  a 
variety  of  things  showed  him  nobody  can  be  successful  at  everything.  Com- 
menting on  Quincy  Stewart  said,  "Manhattan  is  a  world  city,  but  not  a  place 
where  anyone  there  grew  up.  By  contrast,  Quincy  is  the  sort  of  river  city 
where  everyone  wishes  they  had  grown  up."

Once  the  top  sport  at  Quincy  College  in  the  late  1940's,  the 
football  program  will  once  again  be  revived,  starting  with  the 
1986  fall  semester.  The  announcement,  made  by  Quincy  College 
President  Father  James  Tool  at  a  March  17  press  conference, 
stated  that  the  college  will  field  a  non-scholarship  football  team, 
affiliated  with  the  NCAA  Division  III,  with  the  anticipation  that  it  will 
boost  enrollment,  and  odd  a  new  balance  to  the  athletic  pro- 
gram. 

Games  are  to  be  played  at  Q-Stadium,  and  start-up  costs  of 
the  new  program  are  to  be  covered  by  new  money  from  sources 
other  than  what  is  available  yearly  for  regular  operation  of  the 
athletic  department.

On  Friday,  April  18,  Quincy  College  announced  at  another  press  conference  that  Clark 
Randy  Dickens,  an  assistant  coach  at  Rose-Hulman  Institute  of  Technology  in  Terre  Haute, 
Indiana,  would  take  over  the  rebuilding  process  at  Quincy  for  the  football  program. 

Dickens  was  an  assistant  at  Indiana  University,  Wabash  College,  and  at  Southmont  High 
School  in  New  Market,  Indiana,  before  becoming  the  offensive  coordinator  at  Rose-Hulman. 
where  he  stayed  for  four  years. 

At  least  40  to  50  players  are  hoped  to  be  brought  in  for  the  inaugural  season,  and  those 
numbers  will  gradually  increase  as  the  program  gains  strength. 

Sherrill  Hanks,  Quincy  College  basketball  coach  for  eleven  years,  announced  in  early  April 
that  he  would  retire  from  coaching,  his  profession  for  33  years,  and  stay  on  as  Athletic 
Director.  That  announcement  led  to  another,  this  one  in  late  May,  that  Jay  Lowenthal,  an 
assistant  coach  at  the  University  of  South  Alabama,  would  take  over  and  hope  to  keep  up 
the  success  of  Hanks  as  Head  Men's  Basketball  Coach. 

Lowenthal,  28,  was  an  assistant  under  Mike  Hanks  at  South  Alabama,  and  was  chosen  from 
more  than  100  applicants  for  the  prestigious  job. 

Before  going  to  South  Alabama,  Lowenthal  was  an  assistant  under  Mike  Caruso  at  Elmhurst 
College.

Don't  let  their  12-36  record  fool  ony  one.  The  1986  edition 
of  the  baseball  Hav^ks  was  one  of  the  strongest  teams  fielded 
by  Quincy  College  in  many  years,  and  with  only  three  seniors 
graduating,  second-year  coach  Ron  Clark  has  a  strong  foun- 
dation upon  which  to  build  a  solid  baseball  program. 

Junior  college  transfer  Paul  Hellrung  led  the  Hawks  in  hitting 
with  a  .362  batting  average.  Hellrung,  who  played  both  first 
and  third  base,  also  led  the  Hawks  in  hits  (46),  runs  scored  (28), 
doubles  (7),  RBI's  (23),  walks  (29),  slugging  percentage  (.512) 
and  onbase  percentage  (.538), 

Clark  played  five  freshmen  consistently  throughout  the 
year,  and  these  five  will  help  greatly  next  season.  The 
McGinnes  twins,  Pete  and  Bud,  both  suffered  slow  starts,  but 
came  on  strong  late  in  the  year.  Pete  led  in  homeruns,  hit 
.262,  and  after  an  error-filled  first  half  of  the  year,  made  only 
three  errors  in  his  last  25  games. 

Bud  hit  ,247,  but  his  greatest  help  was  on  defense,  where  he 
threw  out  over  30  potential  baserunners,  Brien  O'Brien  and 
Mike  Hartman  supplied  needed  pitching  strength,  as  O'Brien 
tied  junior  Tom  Visconti  for  the  lead  in  wins  (3),  and  Hartman 
had  the  second  lowest  ERA  on  the  squad  (4,59), 

Rick  Soehnlin  played  second  base  every  day  for  the  sec- 
ond half  of  the  year,  raising  his  average  60  points,  and  he  and 
Pete  McGinnes  will  form  a  solid  double  play  combination  for 
the  next  three  years. 

The  schedule  will  get  tougher,  even  tougher  than  the  1986 
schedule,  but  expect  Clark  and  his  squad  to  be  tougher  too.
